On the spread of Christianity and the as- 
cetic doctrines of its later teachers, feminine 
influence received another check. Wom- 
an!” exclaims Tertullian with startling 
frankness, thou art the gate of hell!“ This 
is the keynote of the monastic age. Woman 
was an Ally of Satan, seeking to lead men 
away from the paths of righteousness. She 
appears to have succeeded brilliantly! We 
have a century of almost universal corrup- 
tion, ushering in the period of the 
Minne-singers and the troubadours, or 
what is called the age of chivalry. 
In spite of a <‘Heentious society, 
this has given us the previous germ of a 
new idea with regard to sex-reiationship, for 
artand poetry now began to soften and 
beautify the cruder passion, and we have 
the first hint of a distinction which can be 
quite crearly felt between love as repre- 
sented by classical authors and what may be 
ealled modern or romantic love—as a recent 
writer named it.

The Great Protestant Responsible for Wom- 
an’s Present Social Condition. 

But this development was checked, though 
the idea was not destroyed, by the Reforma- 
tion. It is to Luther and his followers that 
we can immediately trace nearly ail the no- 
tions that now govern the world with regard 
to marriage. Luther was essentially coarse 
and irreverent towards the oppressed sex; 


he placed marriage on the lowest possible 
platform, and, as one need scarcely add, he 
did not take women int6 counsel in a matter 
so deeply concerning them. In the age of 
chivalry the marri ie was not at all 
strict, aud our presenttdeas ot virtue and 
honor“ were practically nop-existent. So- 
ciety was in what is called a chaotic state; 
there was extreme license on all sides, and 
altho the standard of morality was far se- 
verer for the woman than forthe man, still 
she had more or less liberty to give herseif 
as BP ae rue dictated, and society tacitly ac- 
co her a right of choice in matters of 
love. But Luther ignored ail the claims of 
passion in a woman; in fact, she had no rec- 
8 claims whatever; she was not per- 
tted to ob to any part in life that might

A CHANGE OF MODE.

poetry and romance; the commercial spirit, 
staid and open-eyed, entered upon its long 
career and be to regulate the relations of 
the séxes. e find a uliar mediey ot 
sensuality and decorum: the mercenary spirit 
entering into the idea of marriage, women 
were bought and sold as if they were cat- 
tle, and were educated at the same time to 
strict ideas of “ purity ” and duty, to Griselda- 
like patience under the severest provocation. 
Carried off by the a bidder, they were 
gravely exhorted to be moral, to be chaste, 
and faithful and God-fearing, serving their 
lords in life and in death. To drive a hard 
bargain and to sermonize one’s victims at the 
same time is a feat distinctiy of the Philis- 
tine order. With the growth of the com- 
mercial system, of the rich burgher class, 
and of all the ideas that thrive under the in- 
fluence of wealth when divorced from mental 
cultivation, the status of women grad- 
ually established itself upon this degrad- 
ing basis, and became fixed more firmly 
as the bourgeois increased in power and pros- 


perity. 
LUTHER'S SENSUALISM. 

Bebel speaks of Luther as the interpreter 
ofthe “healthy sensualism of the Middle 
Ages. Any “healthy sensualism,” however, 
which did not make itself legitimate by ap- 

to the church and the law was rigorous- 
punished under his system. Women offend- 
ers were subject to hideous and awful forms 
of punishment. Thus we may say that 
Luther established, in the interest of sensu- 
ality and respectability, a strict marriage sys- 
tem. He also preached the devastating doc- 
trine which makes it a duty to have an 
unlimited number of children. Of course he 
did not for a moment consider the woman in 
this matter; why should a thick-skinned. 
coarse-fibred monk of the sixteenth century 
cousider sufferings which are overlooked b 
tender-hearted divines of the nineteent 
century? The gentle Melancthon on this 
subject says as foliows: “If a woman be- 
comes weary of bearing children, that mat- 
ters not; let her only die from bearing, she is 
there to do it.“ This doctrine is not obsolete 
at the present day. It is the rule of life among 
the mass of our most highly respectable 
classes, those who hold the es of public 
morality in their hands, and whose preroga- 
tive appears to be to judge in order that they 
be not judged. 
NEVER MIND THE WIFE. 

As an instance of the way in which an ex- 
ceptionally good man can regard this subject 
—his goodness notwithstanding—we may turn 
to the introduction, by Charles Kingsley, to 
Brook’s Fool of Quality,” which Kingsley 
edited. A short account is given of the life 
of Brook, who flourished (in a literal sense) 
at the time of the Restoration, and who was 
saved, as his biographer points out in joy 
and thankfulness, from the vices of that 
corrupt age by an early marfiage. Kings- 
ley goes on to describe the home where ail 
that is commendable and domestic reigned 
and prospered. He dwells lovingly on that 
pleasant picture of simple joys and happy 
cares, upon the swarms oi beautiful children 
who cluster round their father’s knee and 
rescue him from the dangers of a licentious 
age. Kingsley mentions, just in ing, that 
the young wife watches the happy scene 
from a sofa, having become a confirmed in- 
valid from the number of children she has 
borne during the few years of her married 
life.

The Catholic Church had before Luther tau 
that — Was a sacrament, We should be 
the last to defend the truth of such a conception, 
but we must call attention to the fact it 
emphasized someth beyond me eee in 
the conjugal relation, it owed it with a spirit- 
ual side. The conception of marriage as a spirit- 
ual. as well as physical relation seems to us 
the essential condition of all permanent happi- 
ness between man and wife. The intellectual 
union superposed on the physical is precisely 
what raises human above brute intercourse, 
. « « We believe thatthe spiritual side must 
be kept constantly in view if the sanctity of mar- 
riage is to be preserved. Here it is that Luther, 
rejecting the conception of marriage as a sacra- 
ment, rushes, with his usual impetuosity, into 
wee * and more dangerous extreme. [Life 
0 uther. 

Luther in destroying the religious sanctity 
of marriage destroyed also the idea of 
spiritual union which the religious concep- 
tion implied; he did his utmost to deprive it 
of the elements of real affection and sym- 
pathy, and to bring it to the lowest form 
which it is capable of assuming. It 
was to be regarded merely as a means 
of avoiding general socal chaos; as 
a ‘safeguard against sin“; and the 
wife’s position—uniess human laws have 
some supernatural power of sanctification— 
was the most completely abject and degradea 
position which it is possibie for a human bo- 


ing to hold, 
WOMAN’S CHASTITY. 

That Luther did not observe the insult to 
womanhood of such a creed is not to be won- 
dered at, since the nineteenth century has 
scarcely yet discovered it. Of course from 
such ideas spring rigid ideas of wifejood. 
Woman’s chastity becomes the watch-dog of 
man’s possession. She has taken the ser- 
men given to her at the time of her pur- 
chase deeply to h and chastity becomes 
her chief virtue. we desire to face the 
matter honestly we must not blink the fact 
that this virtue has originaily no connection 
with the woman’s own nature; it does not 
arise from the feelings which protect indi- 
vidual dignity. The quality, whatever be its 
intrinsic merits, has attained its present mjs- 
terious authority and rank through man’s 
monopolizing jealousy, through the fact that 
he desired to have ana to hold one woman 
as his exclusive property, and that he ed 
any other man who would dispute mo- 
nopoly as the unforgivable enemy. From 
this starting point the idea of a man’s 
honor W up, creating the remarkable 
paradox of a mo possession or attribute 
which could be injured by the action of some 
other person than the possessor. Thus also 
arose woman’s honor,“ which was lost if 
she did not keep herself solely for her 
lord, present or to come. „ we 
see that her honor has reference to 
some one other than herself, though in 
cour se of time the idea was carried er, 
and has now acquired a relaton with the 
woman’s own moral nature, and a still 
firmer hold upon the conscience. However 
valuable the quality, it certainly dia not take 
its rise from a sense of self-respect in woman, 
but from the fact of her subjection to man.

WOMAN IN THE MARKET-PLACE i 
In this brief sketch we have not dwelt upon 
the terribie sufferings of the subject sex 
through all the changes of their estate; to do 
so in @ manner to uce realization would 
lead us too far and would involve too 
detaiis. Suffice it te say that the 
cruelties, indigni and insults to which 
women were ex are (as every student 
of history knows) hideous beyond descrip- 
tion. In Mosdolis there are large 
the market place wherein condemned prison- 
ers are kept and starvéd to death. The people 
collect in front of - Cages to 
taunt and insult the victims as they 
die slowly day by day before their 
eyes. In reading the history of the past, and 
even the literature of our own day; it is diffi- 
cult to avoid seeing in that Mongolian mar- 
ket-place a symbol of our own society. with 
its iron wherein women are held in 
bondage, sutteriag moral starvation, while 
the thoughtless gather round to taunt and to 
insult their lingering misery. Let any one 
who thinks this exaggerated and unjust note 
the manner in which our own novelis 
for instance, past and present, treat 
subjects connected with women, marri 
and motherhood, and then ask 
does not recognize at once its ludicrous in- 
consistency and its cruel insults to woman- 
hood, * and implied. The respect, so 
called, of man for woman, being granted 
solely on condition of her observing certain 
restrictions of thought and action dictated 
by him, conceals a subtle sort of insolence. 
It is really the pleased approval ot a law- 
giver at the sight ot obedient subjects. The

THE PROBLEM OF TODAY, 


Superfluous Women Thrown on the World 
to Seek a Livelihood. 

So much for the past and its relation to the 
present. Now we come to the problem of to- 
day. This is extremely complex. We have 
a society ruled by Luther’s views on mar- 
riage; we have girls brought up to regard it 
as their destiny; and we have, at the same 
time, such a large majority of women that 
they cannot all marry, even (as I think Miss 
Clapperton puts it) if they had the fascina- 
tions of Helen of Troy and Cleopatra rolled 
into one. We find, therefore, a number of 
women thrown on the world to earn 
their own hving in the face of every sort of 
discouragement. Competition runs high for 
all, ana even were there no prejudice to en- 
counter the struggle would be a hard one; as 
it is fe for poor and single women becomes 
a mere treadmill It is folly to inveich 
against mercenary marriages, however de- 
grading they may be, for a glance at the posi- 
tion of affairs shows that there is no reason- 
able alternative. We cannot ask every 
woman to be a heroine and choose a hard 
and thorny path when a comparatively 
smooth one (as it seems) offers itself, and 
when the pressure of public opinion urges 
strongly in that direction. A few higher na- 
tures will resist and swell the crowds of worn 
out, underpaid workers, the majority 
will take the voice of society for the voice of 
God, or at any rate of wisdom, and our com- 
mon res ble marriage—u which the 
safety of all social existence is supposed to 
rest—will remain, as it is now, the worst, be- 
cause the most hypocritical, form of woman- 
purchase. Thus we have on the one side a 
more or less degrading marriage, and on the 
other side a number of women who cannot 
command an entry into that profession, but 
who must give up health ond enjoyment of 
life in a losing battle with the world. 

Bebel is eloquent upon the sufferings of un- 
married women, which must be keen indeed 
for those who have been prepared for mar- 
riage and for nothing else, whose emotions

The Wife Has Grievances and So Has the 
Huasband—A Sad Time of It. 


If the wife feels thus, we may be sure the 
husband thinks he has his grievances also, 
and when we place this not exaggerated de- 
scription side by side with that 
of the unhappy plight of bored 
husbands commiserated by Mrs. Lynn 
Linton, there is no escaping the impression 
that there is something rotten in the State 
of Denmark.“ Amongst other absurdities, 
we have well-meaning husbands and wives 
harassing one another to death for no reason 
in the world but the desire of comforming to 
current notions regarding the proper con- 
duct of married people. These victims are 
expected to go about perpetually together, as 
if they were a pair of carriage-horses; to be 
forever holding claims over one another, ex- 
acting or making useless sacrifices, 
and generally getting in one another’s 
way. The man who marries finds 
that his liberty has gone, and the 
woman exchanges one set of restrictions for 
another. She thinks herself neglected if her 
husband does not atways return to her in the 
98 and the husband and society think 
her undutaful, frivolous, and so forthif she 
does not stay at home alone, trying to sigh 
him back again.

MARRIAGE A VEXATIOUS FAILURE. 

We come pee to — conclusion that the 
present form of marr 8 in propor- 
tion to its conformity with orthodox ideas 
is a vexatious failure. If certain people have 
made it a success dy ignoring those ortho- 
dox ideas, such instances afford no 
argument in favor of the institu- 
tion as it stands. We are also led to con- 
olude that modern res bility” draws 
its life-bloud from the degradation of woman- 
hood in marriage and in prostitution. But 
what is to be done to remedy these manifold 
evils? How is marriage to be rescued trom 
@ mercenary society, torn from the arms of 
‘‘ respectability,” and established on a foot- 
ing which will make it no longer an insult 
1 dignity? 

First of all we must set up an ideal, undis- 
mayed by what will seem its Utopian im- 
possibility. Every good thing that we enjoy 
— was once the dream of a* en- 
thusiast’’ mad enough to believe in the power 
of ideas and in the power of man to have 
things as he wills. The ideal marriage, then, 
despite all dangers and difficulties, shouid be 
free. Solongas love and trust and friend- 
ship remain, no bonds aré necessary to bind 
two people together; life apart will be empty 
and colorjess; but whenever these cease the 
tie becomes false and iniquitous; and no one 
ought to have power to enforce it. The mat- 
ter is one in which any interposition, 
whether of law or of society, is an im- 
pertinence. Even the idea of duty“ ought 
to be excluded from the most perfect mar- 
riage, because the intense attraction of one 
being for another, the intense desire for one 
another’s happiness, would make inter- 
changes of whatever kind the outcome of a 
feeling far more passionate than that of duty. 
It need scarcely be said that there must be 
a full understanding and acknowledgment of 
the obvious right of the woman to possess 
herself body and sdul, to give or withhold 
herself body and soul exactly as she wills. 
The moral right here is 
and in its demail implies ideas so low 
and offensive to human dignity, that 
no fear of consequences ought to de- 
ter us from making this liberty an element 
of our ideal, in fact ite fundamental prin- 
ciple. Without it no ideal could hoid up its 
head. Moreover, consequences, in the 
long run are never beneficent where obvious 
moral rights are disregarded. The ideal of 
a perfectly free marriage would imply the 
possibility of any form of contract being en- 
tered into between the two persons, the State 
and society standing aside, and recognizing 
pe entirely private character of the transac- 
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WOMAN MUST BE INDEPENDENT. 

The economical independence of woman is 
the first conditon of free marriage. She 
ought not to be tempted to marry or to re- 
main married for the sake of bread and but- 
ter.

| STRIKES AGAINST THE PUBLIC MUST 
CEASE. 


Nothing can be clearer than that contro- 


| versies like ‘that ‘between Yerkes and the 


striking carmen will not continue to be re- 
garded as matters affecting only those active- 
ly engaged in the quarrel. The blocking up 
of lines of public travel -inflicts tenfold or a 
h more injury upon the unoffend- 
ing members of the community than on the 
contestants who claim the right to close the 
modern improved highways against tre pub- 
lic until they settle their wages squabbies. 
Such aright will not much longer be con- 
ceded or permitted either to common carriers 
or their employés, and strikes which invade 
the rights of the public will not be 
endured. The convenience of the public is 
not to be made a club with which one party 
shall belabor the other. The process of 
evolution which will put common carriers 
and their employés on a new footing in their 
dealings with the public is already actively 
in progress, and if such semi-public servants 
cannot finda peaceable method of settling 


public travel and inflicting deep injury on 
the people, they may depend upon it the peo- 
pie will find it for them. 

A corporation exercising a public franthise 
and holding an exciusive privilege or monop- 
oly does so simply in trust for the people. and 
in case of misuse or abuse of its powers, or a 
failure to exercise them for the benefit of the 
community, its charter should be forfeited. 
Nothing less than tire, pestilence, war, or some 
other calamity that could not be prevented or 
controlled should excuse a common carrier 
operating under a publie franchise from 
keeping its lines open for the use of the peo- 
ple. If it cannot supply means of travel at 
all times the exclusive privilege of occupying 
certain streets should be taken away from it 
and confided to better hands. A dispute 
with its employés as to wages should not be 
accepted as a sufficient excuse for suspend- 
ing travel and putting the public to great 
cost and inconvenience. On the other hand, 
the employés of such a carrier should not be 
permitted to strike against te public as a 
means of bringing the corporate employer to 
terms. . 

Incorporated companies which get no 
monopoly or exclusive privilege from the 
public are simply forms of partnership. 
Street-car companies and the like, which get 
from the municipality the exclusive right of 
way in certain streets or public highways, 
rest on a different basis. They are 
semi-public in character, and get their 
monopoly solely in consideration of per- 
forming @ public service and doing what 
the municipality might otherwise do itself. 
Such corporations are instrumentalities cre- 
ated by the municipality for public purposes, 
and are private only in the fact that individ- 
uals furnish the money to supply the plant 
and operate the lines, and hence are entitied 
to levy the rate of toll permitted by law as 
their compensation. So far as the serv- 
ice is concerned such corporations are 
public, and the community. is en- 
titlea to all the benefits of such 
service—as much so as though it had kept 
the function entirely in its own hands in- 
stead of permitting private capitai to estab- 
lish the plant and seek reimbursement by 
levying certain fixed charges. . 

Wherea municipality undertakes directly 
to perform a service for the publicstrikes are 
not tolerated. If the employés of the Chicago 
Water-W orks should strike for higher wages 
and thereby cut off the supply of water they 
would be discharged forthwith. If they 
should attempt to prevent other men taking 
their places they would be cla pped in jail im- 
mediately. If the firemen or policemen 
should strike they could be jaiied at once 
for conspiracy agaipst the public, and 
if necessary military force could and 
would be promptly used against them. 
A strike in the gas-works having for its 
purpose the cutting off of the supply of light 
from the city would be a misdemeanor and 
punishable as such. The public would not 
endure strikes by policemen, firemen, or the 
employ és ot gas or water works, and there is 
no reason why it should submit in the case of 
street-car lines. 

Either by the system of licensinz employés 
or some other method the public must pro- 
tect itself from strikes on the lines of public 
travel operated under municipal franchises. 
If the corporation is at fault its charter 
should be forfeited. If the wrong 1s that of 
the empioyés some means should be availa- 
ble to guard effectively against its repetition. 
The problem is not free from difficulties, but 
the public demands protection, and the means 
to furnish it must be found. 


THE WISDOM OF WALKING. 

While for the wage-earners who live too 
far away from their places of employment to 
reach them afoot without fatigue the strike 
of tne last week was a grievous misfortune, 
for the tens of thousands of men and women 
who live within moderate distance of the city 
centre it was a downright blessing, if they 
chose to make uu so. It demonstrated that 
tens of thousands can walk in Chicago who 
habitually ride. Aside from the money they 
thus daily throw away they deprive them. 
selves of an exercise as delightful as it 1s 
beneficial. They pay a monopoly for hasten- 
ing their decreptitude. 

All science agrees that walking is at once 
the easiest, simplest, most agreeable, and most 
wholesome form of physical exercise. It is 
better than gymnasiums, bicycles, saddles, 
boxing, wrestling, and driving. It relaxes 
every muscie in the body. It eases every 
nerve. It loosens the tendons and shakes 
the glands. It stimulates without exhaust- 
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day ot grace. After 9 o’clock next Tuesday

and beer, taken too frequently and in too 
great quantities, diminish the benefit they 
would otherwise enjoy from their scientific 
use of their feet. 

Walking not only makes the body better 
able to perform its routine tasks, but it 80 
enlivens the mind and cheers the spirit that 
it lengthens life even when accompanied by 
arduous and incessant labor. The long-lived 
are notoriously great walkers. The nimble 
step of the venerable but still spry 
and enthusiastic Gladstone may be seen 
at Dollis Hill, m the Strand, in Picca- 
dilly, and along the Thames Embankments 
when in London; and the rural pilgrim who 
seeks the pastoral roadways of Hawarden 
will find him frequently walking under the 
oaks or in the open fields as smartly as the 
child that is often his prattling companion. 
The Grand Old Man never works many hours 
at a time; he leaves his desk and walks until 
his mind and body are again free from con- 
straint and returns to his task as fresh as when 
he began it. This is no doubt the reason why 
his great speeches show no diminution of pow- 
er, no evidence of less thought or weaker fancy 
or duller sagacity ia the middie and tne end 
than in the beginning. | 

Palmerston, who lived Into the eighties, 
Brougham, who lived almost into the nineties, 
Wordsworth, Coleridge, Lamb, all were habit- 
ual walkers. Chicago has not much to thank 
Baron Yerkes for; but he will have rendered 
a good portion of its people an important 
service if they will continue to walk.

DID NOT REGISTER LAST TUESDAY. 

There are thousands of voters in Chicago, 
Hyde Park, Lake, Lake View, Cicero, ana 
Jefferson who did not register last Tuesday 
for various reasons. Some thought because 
their names were on the old registry they 
would be transferred to the new one by the 
clerks or judges. This is not thecase. There 
is no old registry. That was destroyed. A 
completely new one was commenced last 
Tuesday without any aid from previous regis- 
ters. The registration which was commenced 
last Tuesday will be completed next Tuesday. 
That will be the last day of registration. 
Personal application is necessary in order to 
insure registration. The voter must be sworn 
as to bis qualificauon, such as residence in 
the ward, precinct, county, State, place of 
birth, and naturalization in the case of citi- 
zens of foreign birth. No old registry will 
count. No person can swear to a voter’s 
qualifications but the voter himself. Re- 
member this and register next Tuesday if 
you have not already registered. Then again 
there are thousands of voters who were out of 
town last Tuesday, or who were too busy to 
register, or who in the excitement growing 
out of the strike forgot all about it. Such 
persons have one more chance. They can 
register next Tuesday. Only one day more 
remains. The polis will be open in every pre- 
cinct of Lake, Hyde Park, View, Jeffer- 
son,, Cicero, and Chicago from 8 a m. to 9 p. 
m. Tuesday. 


DR MACKENZIE’S INDICTMENT OF GER- 
MAN SURGEONS. 


The repiy of Dr. Morell Mackenzie to the 
German surgeons, the substance of which 
has been cabled to Tug Trisuns, is a terrific 
indictment, as it stands, of Profs. Gerhardt, 
Von Bergmann, and others who were in at- 


when Dr. Mackenzie was calied in to make a 
diagnosis of the case and act in consultation. 
In the absence of an equally complete state- 
ment by the latter, or, at least, a reply to the 
charges made against them, it would be pre- 
‘mature to accept the charges as proved, but 
they are pressed with great vigor and re- 
markable circumstantiality. - 

Not content with express charges of inex- 
perience in the treatment of throat diseases 
and of inability to perform common opera- 
tions, Dr. Mackenzie boldly lays the death 
of the Emperor at the door of the German 
surgeons as the result of gross malpractice. 

He had not long been engaged upon 
the case when he discovered that Prof. Ger- 
hardt had been applying the galvano cautery 
to the interior of the larynx every day for a 
fortnight, usage which he not only pro- 
nounces brutal but calculated to produce 
local inflammation and cause the disease to 
assume a malignant form. It is evident from 
the tenor of Dr. Mackenzie’s reply that ne. be- 
lieved the growthin the Emperor’s throat 
was at first “ benign ’’—a term of which sur- 

‘geons are fond, though how any kind of a 
sore can be called benign” will always re- 
main a paradox to its possessor—and, further, 
that it was this rough treatment with the 

cautery that changed its benignancy into 
malignity, for he says: To sum up, if the 
growth was benign in the first instance, 
there is in my opinion only too much reason 
to think that Gerhardt’s burnings must be 
heid answerable for its subsequent transfor- 
mation into cancer. If it was malignant 
from the first the disease was undoubtedly 
aggravated by the treatment.” With this he 
leaves Prof. Gerhardt to either horn of the 
dilemma. 
But worse was to come. The 6th of No- 
vember Dr. Mackenzie made up his mind 
that the disease was distinctly malignant. 
Three days later there was a consultation at 
San Remo and the doctors agreed the disease 
was cuncer. It was also decided that trache- 
otomy should be tried and Dr. Bramann per- 
formed the operation successfully. In Feb- 
ruary Dr. Mackenzie became convinced that 
the canuia was pressing back the wall of the 
windpipe and wanted to insert a different 
tube, but Prof. von Bergmann would not 
consent, and by his delays caused still more 
irritation, The case was becoming so crit- 
ical that Von Bergmann at last decided to in- 
sert another tube. He made the attempt 
twice, but no air came through it because, 
as Dr. Mackenzie claims, he had pushed 
the tube through the soft tissues in 
front of the trachea and it had not entered 
the windpipe at all. After twice failing he 
pushed his finger into the wound and then 
tried to insert the tube, but failed again and 
gave itup. Dr. Bramann then made the ef- 
fort and succeeded at once. The following 


had been lacerated, and this complication, 
which was in no way a result of the disease 
but attributed solely to the injury done by 
Von Bergmann, Dr. Mackeuzie says was 
- fatal. 

If Dr. Mackenzie is to be believed the Ger- 
man surgeons, if they coula have had their 
way, would have extirpated the larynx, 
which would sooner or later have proved 
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fatal. .W pat they did do, according to his 
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the treatment of the German surgeons. 
Meanwhile, the Emperor is dead and gone 
where doctors cease from troubling and the 


weary are at rest. 
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THE BOODLE TELEPHONE ORDINANCE. 

It is stated on what seems to be reliable 
authority that the boodle gang in the City 
Council will try tomorrow night to force 
through the telephone ordinance prepared by 
the attorneys of the Chicago Telephone Com- 
pany. They came within measurable dis- 
tance of carrying it last Monday, and would 
have succeeded but for the address and firm- 
ness of Ald. Badenoch in adjourning the 
Council. But their success would have profited 
them nothing, because Mayor Roche would 
have vetoed the ordinance beyond all ques- 
tion. 

Both the ordinance prepared by the tele- 
phone company’s attorneys and that recom- 
mended by Ald. Ernst were reported in re- 
sponse to a petition from nearly all of the 
telephone renters in this city asking that the 
annual rates should be fixed at #75 per 
annum. 

The response of the men who voted for the 
company’s ordinance was to propose to grant 
to the company an unhmited franchise as to 
time, which would secure the monopoly 
against competiuon when the patent of 
doubtful legality whicn it now owns expires 
three years hence. The ordinance would 
permit it furthermore to lay overhead wires 
in portions of the business district and under- 
ground wires in such a manner as wouid suit 
the interests and convenience of the corpora- 
tion. It would permit the company to con- 
tinue its exorbitant annual charges of from 
$100 to $200 per instrument. Was it ever at- 
tempted to railroad 830 obarefaced a 
proposition through the Council! The 
only equivalent which the city was to 
get for this franchise, worth millions 
to the telephone corporation, was a trifling 
tax of $18,000 or $19,000 pér annum. And 
this, too, after the telephone company had 
offered through a friendly Alderman to pay 
a tax of $10 per instrument, aggregating $55,- 
000 per annum! Whodoes not regard it as 
a clear dase of boodle? Is it not as plain, 
palpable, and unmistakable as the noses on 
the Aldermanic faces? Not one of the Al- 
dermen can give any explanation of his vote 
that is worthy: of serious attention. The 


grand jury should be called on to investi- 


gate the transaction if the ordinance is 
passed. : 

The prices named in Ald. Ernst’s ordi- 
nance—$90 for the first year, $85 for the sec- 
ond, and §75 for the third year—are too high. 
The Council ought to meet the prayer of 
the petitioners aud make t $75 all around. 
The St. Louis Council has made it $50, but 
the telephone company is disputing in the 
courts the right to fix that figure. Let the 
Chicago Aldermen fix the price at $75, and 
let the telephone company, if it objects, seek 
redress in the courts. Tue boodle ordinance 
ought to be buried out of sight tomorrow 
evening. 


A GREAT LIBRARY AND ITS INFLUENCES. 

The trustees of the Newberry Library yes- 
terday decided to the musical 
volumes, some 500 in number, in the library 
oi Count Pio Resse, a resident of Florence 
Italy. Several other rare and valuable works 
from this library had, already been selectea, 
but the trustees decided to take the musica! 
collection entire. It comprises many works 
which are unique, os those contain- 
ing the early songs, canzonets, and madrigals 
of the Italian school, and as it is entirely de- 
voted to ltalian music, running back several 
hundred years, it wl undoubtedly prove ot 
the highest value as reference for any event 
or feature of the progress of music in that 
country. The gem of the collection is the first 
edition of the score of Pers “ Eurydice,” 
the first known opera. We believe there is 
but one other copy of this edition in exist- 
ence. The Newberry Library will thus have 
a veritable treasure. The other invoices of 
musical works are rapialy coming in. It is 
safe to say that by the time the new year 
opens, or shortly afterwards, Chicago will 
have the finest musical library in the United 
States and the most valuabie collection of 
scores. When it is remembered that the 
other departments will be filled with the 
sume care that has characterized the musical, 
and will be made as complete, the real extent 
and value of the work which the trustees 
and Dr. Poole are doing for Chicago can be 
appreciated. 

To the frequent slurs and flings at the ma- 
terial characteristics of Chicago a library of 
this kind makes a complete and dignified an- 
swer. It is probable that for long years to 
come this city, by virtue of her geograph- 
ical location and her railroad and marine 
facilities, will devote herself to the work 
of collecting ana distributing food supplies, 
especially bread and meat, to the rest of the 
Dountry. It is also certain that she is des- 
tined to become a great manufacturing 
centre. In certain products she already sur- 
passes any city in the Union. It is evident, 
however, that while the energies of her peo- 
ple will be largely occupied in these direc- 
tions there is already beginning a movement 
of an intellectual and artistic character 
which promises to give Chicago as prominent 
a position in general culture as she now oc- 
cupies in business. Charles Dudley Warner, 
during his recent visit to this city, was ob- 
servant enough to detect this movement and 
to recognize its promise. Sucha library as 
the Newberry will ao much to aid it and will 
make this city a great literary centre, in- 
viting scholars from all points. The 
Hast has long enough had the intellectual 
and literary monopoly. Its claims 
are to be disputed. Some of its cities, like 
Boston, for instance, are in their decadence. 
The prestige of Cambridge has suffered 
much of late. The brains of Concord are 
buried in the Sleepy Hollow Cemetery, and 
all that is left is the tumultuous jargon of 
the School of Philosophy. New York is a 
city of fashion, Angiomania, stock-jobbine, 
and trust monopolies. Its artistic aspira- 
tions are only affectations or fashionable 
fads. Culture really is making ite way 
Westward. Chicago hds passed through the 
formative material stages, is accumulating 
money, and inviting leisure, and now at the 
close of her first half-century, having laid 
her material foundations broad and strong,

There must be a fine chance to paint an in- 
teresting picture in Munich. At the Inter- 
national Art Exhibition recently held there 
our American exile, Whistler, whose eccen- 
tricities have exasperated haif the world his 
genius has not captivated, was allowed a 
second-class gold medal. The Munich test 
of merit in paintings is so severe, its distinc- 
tions are so eagerly sought and so rarely 
bestowed, that any artist of ordinary se asi- 
bility would be highly flattered by even an 
“honorable mention” at the hands of the 
juries. But Whistler is a Yankee who be- 
lieves in equity even in art. He could not 
feel first-class elation over a second-class 
medal.

AT THE STRIKERS’ HEADQUARTERS. 


How the News of the Committee’s Vatlure 
Was Keceived. 

Throughout the day a large crowd was as- 
sembied at the North Side headquarters. 
The refusal of Mr. Yerkes to confer with the 
regular committee seemed to create little 
surprise and was taken phlegmatically. 
Some considered that Mr. Yerkes, though

Luke Coyne had 
previously telephoned for the committee to

and the object of this letter is to call your atten- 
tion to tne question, that you may look into it 
and inquire whether your duty to the public does 
not require you to instruet the Corporation 
Counsel to begin proper legal proceedings. As I 
have said, annoyances are to be expected in all 
business, and this question, in my judgment, is a 

uestion of time. Lou should keep your eye on 

e situation to see when the time arrives to 
commence legal p and to take, through 
the courts, possession from both parties, in order 
that the pu for which streets were 
made, and their use permitted by street rail-

LEONARD SWETT'’S OPEN LETTER. 


The Rights of the People in the Street- 


Cars. 
Leonard Swett has written the following 


open letter to the Mayor on the strike: 


CuicaGo, Oct. 1. - TA Hon. John A. Roche, 
Mayor of Uhicago—~MyY Drar Sm: We natur- 
ally look to our public officers in emergencies 
such as now exist in Chicago on account of the 
recent railway strikes. There is also an unyield- 
ing spirit on behalf of the management of the 
road, as exhibited in an interview with Mr. 
Yerkes, which was published yesterday and is 


repeated this morning. I therefore take the lib- 


erty, as one of the citizens, of writing this letter 
to you, inclosing the interview with Mr. Yerkes, 
and expressing my opinion of what it is your duty 
to do. The interview is as follows: 

* And now let me say that all my offers of con- 
cessions are withdrawn. I will not treat with 
the men again. I have no compromise to offer. 
Such of them as wish to return on the old terms 
will have their applications individually consid- 
ered. I want no more (o do with the leaders. 
I'll show them that I cannot be intimidated. We 
will henceforward have no more conferences. 
There will be no further efforts at compromise.” 

Ithink I am speaking within bounds when I 
say that this, with the stoppage of travel on all 
the lines of the North and West Side, together 
with other things which have occurred, is evi- 
dence tending to establish an inability on behalt 
ofthe management of the street railways to so 
operate them as to accommodate the public and 
u probable continuance of the present state of 
things on their behalf, The men who have 
struck, and who are now generally engaged in 
barricading the streets so that a single car can- 
not pass, or Can pass only with a riot, have also 
proved that they too are unfaithful: servants of 
the public, The trouble, it seems to me, with 
Mr. Yerkes and his men is that each party 
thinks the street reiiway is their own 
property, and each does and says what 
a man would do and say in reference to 


his own business. Bach party forgets that he 


occupies a double capacity; that of exercising 
his own rights in reference to his own property 
and as trustee for the people. The strike is upon 
the lines of the West Side and North Side of the 
city, where three-fourths of our population re- 
side, and involves all of the public méans of 
transportation from the circumference to 
the business centre of the city. All the 
young men, old men, girls, and women 
have generally to walk from their homes 
to their places of business, a distance of from 
four to six miles, and after a hard day's work 
walk home again.

OAK PARK’S NEW INSTITUTE. 


A Handsome Building Presented to the VII- 
lage by Mr. James W. Scoville. 

Many years have passed since the erection 
of an institute was first contemplated in Oak 
Park, but owing to the want of necessary 
Tunds it was not until two years ago that the 
first foundation stone was laid. But now the 
residents of Oak Pen and Ridgeland can 
point with pride to a large and beautiful 
building designed for their instruction and 
pleasure. The building stands directly west 
of Mr. Scoville’s handsome residence. It is 
a square two-story structure, in the Italian 


_ style of architecture, built of dressed lime- 


stone, with facings ot Ohio sandstone. The 
first floor is reached by a flight of stone steps 
which lead toas ous vestibule and haud- 
some rotunda. either side and in the 
rear are the reception rooms, toilet, reading, 
reference, and library rooms. 

The art galléry and lecture room occupy 
the second floor. while the entire attic is 
fitted up as a gymnasium for the use of the

At t there are only about 2,000 vol- 
umes in the hbrary, and these have been 
donated from the circulating and reference 
library of the town, but shelves for 10,000 
volumes are ready. 

The interior walls of the building are 
finished in red Lisbon marble and the ceil- 
ings beautifully frescoed. The floors are of 
marble und hard oak; the windows of stained 
or plate glass throughout. Each room is per- 
fectly furnished according to ite use, ell 
the tables are of the finest oak and mahoguny.

Excelsior band of thirty pieces took 
the lead. President Franz Amberg gave the 
word, the men fell into hne, and to the en- 
hvening tune of Marching Through 
Georgia proceeded tothe Dearborn Street 
Station. They marched by fours, each man 
carrying a combination cane. and flag. At 
the front, and flanked on either side by Franz 
Amberg and Secretary F. V. Buschick, a 
large colored banner was carried by 
Joseph Michler. It read: German- 
American Club of Cook County.“ In the 
centre was a spread eagie. There were 
numerous transparencies, most of them read- 
ing “Harrison and Protection.” Some oi 
them referred directly to the club. One 
read: “We Germans of America know 
protection makes us free; that’s why we are 
voting for Harrison.” . Another read: “Tne 
German-Americans are coming along.

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SHAMELESS BUYING AND SELLING OF 
WIVES IN MODERN SOCIETY. 


Civilization Therein Going Back to the Ab- 
horrent Practices of the Savages—Mar- 
riage Reform Rather than Marriage 
Rejection Contended For—Unfairness of 
Laws in England—Faillure of George 
Eliot’s Experiment—Lack of Acquaint- 
ance Before Betrothal. ; 

It is the law of divorce which presents the 
most flagrant instance of the hardships to 
which the marriage contract may subject the 
woman, writes Elizabeth Rachel Chapman 
in the Westminster Review. Leaving on the 
side for the moment the general question— 
by no means a foregone conclusion, as the 
majority of the modern world would seem to 
have decided—of the justiflability of divorce, 
it must be admitted by all candid minds that 


the actual law of divorce in this country is 


shamefully unjust to the wife. The 
evil is 80 notorious; the unfairness 
of making the contract terminable 
by the nusband, but not by the 
wife, under precisely similar circumstances, 
is so egregious that to dilate upon the sub- 
ject is needless. Suffice it that tnis particu- 
lar legal anomaly—whatever may befall the 
others—can hardly survive the admission of 
women to the franchise. Sooner or later 
it must succumb to the attacks of those who 
already see clearly .that the marriage con- 
tract is to be in many respects remodeied, 
cleansed of the remnants of barbarism, and 
purged of the old leaven of injustice to 
women. 

Regarded in the light of a social institu- 
tion, marriage, according to the idealists with 
whom we are now concerued, calls for re- 
form more loudly than even when legally 
considered. The chief count in their indict- 
ment from a social point of view 
is, of co the prevalence of those sem1- 
civilized usages which, in Mr. Spencer’s 
words, made, and continue to make, con- 
siderations of property predominate over 
considerations of personal preference.” 
They note, with him, that the primitive prac- 
tices of wife-purchase and husband-purchase, 
“though they have lost their original gross 
forms, persist in disguised forms” in our 
midst, and they are keenly alive to the 
necessity of reinforcing that growing disap- 
proval which, he tells us, is already beginning 
to be expressed of those who marry for 
money or position.“ The spectacle of a poor 
noble presenting himself to a weal coal- 
owner or brewer, and saying to him, in fact, 
though of course not without suitable dis-

used to sit on his window-sills ana doorsteps 
at dawn, finally set himself to work to find 
out what they talked about in such incessant 
and sonorous phrases. He put an interpreter 
on guard, when the conversational riot 
began awaited the transiauons. For three 
mortal hours one group of ten coolies sat on 
their heels and cheerfully discussed the com- 
ing rice crop. Ten Congressmen could not 
have been more tedious and minute about the 
tariff, and the resident put cotton in his ears 
after that. 

The tea-firers bri their cooked rice and 
their own teapots with them, and snatch re- 
freshment whenever there is a lull in the 
work. They are searched at night when 
they leave, and with the sweet simplicity of 
children they keep on trying to secrete the 
leaves and continue to be regularly caught 
at it. Their work consists in standing over 
round iron pots sunkina brick framework 
for the thirteen hours of a day’s work, and 
stirring and tossing the tea leaves. There 
are charcoal fires under the iron pans, 
and in this hot, hot weather it is 
exhausting to even think of those 
poor things leanin all day over the 
hot iron and brick. e tea is given this 
extra firing to thoroughiy dry it before its 
long sea trip, and at the same time it is 
polished,“ as they call it, or coated with 
indigo, Prussian blue, gypsum, and other 
things that give it the gray lustre that no 
dried tea leaf ever naturally wore. Ameri- 
can tea-drinkers want the tea to look that 
way, or they will not buy it. The exporters, 
of course, would paint it red or purple if the 
tea would sell any better for it. Before 
the tea leaves are ut in the iron 
pans for the second firing a man whose 
arms are dyed with indigo to the elbow goes 
down the lines and dusts a little ot the pow- 
der into each pan. After that the tea is put 
in, and all by a time bell struck by over- 
seers, who determine when each lot has been 
fired enough. It requires a certain skill to 
keep the tea leaves ia constant motion, and 
it is steady, energetic work with tne arms all 
the time. This skilled. labor is paid for at 
rates to make the Knights of Labor howl, 
and shows how impossible tea culture is for 
tne United States until protectionist tea 
drinkers are ready to pay about $10 a pound 
for common grades. For the four busy 
months the firers are paid 11.4 United States 
cents fora day’s work of thirteen hours. 
Less expert bands, who give the second 
firmmg or polishing. get 9.6 cents a day. 
Those who sift and finally k the tea work 
as rapidly and automati as machines, 
and have no time to chatter like those at the 
firing pans, and W pes the immense sum 
of 15 cents a day. hole families engage in 
tea-firing while the season is on, 
make em enough to support them 
for the rest of the year, or rather 
make all they get during the year. In the 
autumn, when only occasional lots of tea are 
fired, the whole force of workmen can be had 
at the shortest notice. One compradore was 
notitied at 11 o’clock one night that there 
was so much tea to be fired tne next day to 
fill a cabie order for the next steamer. At 6 
o’clock in the morning the 400 coolies were 
there, summoned after midnignt from their 
villages, distant even seven miles from the 
godowns. This mysterious underground 
telegraphy in the servants’ quarters is one of 
the astonishing things of the East, but 
miracles work so pleasant and comfortable 
to one that he soon accepts it as a matter of 
course.

Rules of Play s | 
—Early Troubles with the Umpire and 
Measures to Prevent Gambling and Cor- 
ruption—First Recognition of Profes- 
sional Piayers—Trying to Regulate the 
Pitcher and Increase Batting. 

New York, Oct. 12.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—To recite in detail the various steps 
by which the original game of base-ball has 
attained its present scientific developments 
would requirea volume. For the scope of 
this article it will be sufficient to point out 
in chronological order the more important 
changes that have occurred and give a gen- 
eral view of the game’s growth. In 1848 it 
was e necessary to touch a runner run- 
ning to any other base than first, so that he 
could no longer be put out by merely holding 
the bail on the base in advance of his reach- 
ing it. And in 1854 a committee on rules 
made the following changes and additions: 
The pitcher’s position was to be not less than 
fifteen paces from the home base; players 
were to make the bases in the order of strik- 
ing and when a runner was found to vacate 
a base in favor of a succeeding runner he 
might be put out at the next base by merely 
holding the bali there aheud of him; players 
shouid bat in regular rotation througaout 
the game, and the ball was to weigh from five 
and a half to six ounces. For three seasons 
the game was governed by these rules. 

By 1857, however, the game had grown to 
considerable proportions aud the need was 
apparent fora more elaborate and detailed 
set of rules. Accordingly, on motion of the 
parent Knickerbocker club, a general con- 
vention was called of the clubs in and 
around New York. Points previously left to 
be decided by custom or mutual consent 
were carefully defined, and throughout all 
there was an indication of the important posi- 
uon which the game had now assumed. The 
changes made were as follows: The mate- 
rials of the game were subjected to regula- 
tion; the ball was to weigh not less than six 
and one-quarter ounces and measure not less 
than ten nor more than ten and one-quarter 
inches in circumference; the bat was to be 
round, not to exceed two and one-half inches 
in diameter, be made of wood, and of any 
length to suit the striker; the names and 
positions of the bases were defined and the 
distance from one to another made thirty 
yards instead of forty-two paces. 

PLACING THE PITCHER. 

The pitcher’s position was tobe fifteen 
yards from the home base and designated by 
a line four feet long drawn at right angles toa 
line from home to second base and having its 
eentre upon that ine. The pitcher might go 
back to any distance, even as far as second 
base, but in running forward to deliver the 
ball he should not cross this four foot line. 
The ball was to be pitched or thrown and 
any violauon of this or any motion to pitch 
without doing so or any failure on the part 


| of the pitcher to keep back of his line was a 


baik and entitled all runners to one base. 

A hit bail which was caught or first struck 
the ground behind the range of the home 
and third or the home and first bases was 
„ toul,““ and one touching the ground before 
those ranges was fair.“ In case of a foul, 
or when hit was caught before touching the 
ground, the bali was dead and aot in play 
until settled in the hands of the pitcher. No 
base could be run or run scored and players 
might return to bases without being put out.

out. Evidently there were Kellys even in 
those early days.

On the other hand, che runner 
was given his base if vented from maxing 
it by the intentional obstruction of an adver- 
sary. The pioneers in the game were not in 
favor of dirty“ ball playing. The ball was

in the hands of the pitcher. 

Nine innings to each side were to consti- 
tute a game uniess the runs were then equal, 
when the play was to continue uatil there 
was a majority of runs on even innings. The 
old rule continuing the game until twenty- 
one runs had been scored was done away 
with because it made the duration of the 
game too uncertain. Sometimes the neces- 
sury number of runs were secured in a couple 
of innings and sometimes it required three 
or four hours of play. 

There were to be two umpires, one for each 
club, and they 
eree, from whose decision, in case of d 
there was no appeal. The umpires, it will be 
remembered, acted also as scorers. The evil 
influence of gambling on the game was rec- 
ognized. No umpire, referee, or player was 
to be interested in any bet upon the game, 
and a violation of this, if discovered, was to 
result in the dismissal of the offender.

GUARDING AGAINST GAMBLING. 

To guard still further against the gambling 
element, no person not engaged in the game 
was allowed to approach or converse with 
any umpire, referee, or player during the 
progress of a match. Play was to be called 
at the exact hour appointed, and if either 
side failed to appear within fifteen minutes 
thereafter it forfeited the game. 

I have given the changes effected by this 
code at some length because in them may be 
seen the early trend of the game, continua- 
tion of which has brought it to its present 
position. Every alteration or addition since 
that time has n in the direction of the 
lines tnen laid down. It is not too much to 
say that the modern game is built upon the 
code of 1857. 

The convention of clubs in 1857 resulted 
the following year in a permanent organiza- 
tion known as the “ National Association of 
Base-Ball Players,“ and for thirteen years 
this body conducted the affairs of the game. 
In 1858 three important changes were made. 
The system of having two umpires and a 
referee was abandoned, and thenceforth a 
single umpire was to act for both sides, and 
two ‘‘scorers’’ were chosen, one by each 
side, to record the game. The pitcher was 
directed to deliver the ball as nearly as pos- 
sible over the plate and for the striker. 
a believed in allowing the striker to hit 
the ball, an idea which some latter-day legis- 
lators might study with profit. If the 
striker repeatedly refused to strike at good 
balls the umpire was to call one strike, and 
if after warning he persisted, then two and 
three strikes. 

In 1864 a most unreasonable restriction was 
placed upon the pitcher. He was required to 
stand with both feet upon the ground, and 
not even allowed a forward step. So, also, 
if he reneatedly failed to send the ball over 
the plate for the striker, the umpire was to 
warn him, and if he persisted call one, two, 
and three bails, whereupon the striker was 
entitled to take first base. As if to make 
matters even between the batter and pitcher, 
the rules of 1867 forbade the batter to step 
either forward or backward while in the act 
of striking. and thus he was deprived of all 
that freedom of movement so necessary to 
skiliful hitting. 

PROFESSIONAL PLAYERS. 

The important event of the annual meet- 
ing in the fall of 1868 was the recognition of 
a professional class of players. In 1859 the 
association introduced a rule forbidding the 
employment of such players, and in 1866 the 
rule was amended so as to exclude any one 
who played for money, place, or emolu- 
ment.“ But in spite of the rule the practice 
prevailed, and since it could not be avoided 
the association wisely decided to give such 
players an honorable status. The unpar- 
ulleled record of the Cincinnati Reds in 
1869 gave such a boom to professionalism that 
the following season found many such clubs 
in the field, and in 1871 they were sufficiently 
numerous to organize an association of their 
own. 

The professional and amateur associations 
maintained a common code of rules, and the 
principal changes made during the followin 
five years were these: The ball was — 
to its present size and weight; the runner to 
first base was allowed to overrun it without 
being put out; the batter was given the right 
to call for a high or iow ball; a ball could be 
calied on the pitcher only when he haa 
pitched three consecutive bad balls; and the 
pitcher was no longer restricted to a perpen- 
dicular swing of the arm, but was only re- 
quired to keep the hand belowthe hip. With 
the organization of the Nationa! professional 
association came the first contests for the 
championship under an official vode of rules. 
Prior to that time there had been no official 
recognition of any such title, though by com- 
mon consent there have always been cham-

In 1878 each club, before the opening of 
the season, sent to the Secretary of tne 
league the names of number of com- 
petent persons, and the retary returned 
to each ciub a list of all the names sent in. 
From the list each club named three times as 
many men as there were l clubs, and 
the 88 who received the greatest 
number of votes were officially authorized to 
act. Before each then the clubs either 
agreed upon one of these or the visiting club 
sent to the home club the names of five non- 
residents, one of whom the home club was 
to produce on the day of the game. Origin- 
ally the position of umpire was purely an 
honorary one, and, in ble as it may seem, 
there were always found persons willing to 
officiate. When, however, individuals from 
distant cities were called upon their ex- 
ses were puid andafee attached, and 
nally tne present — of a professional 
traveling staff was pted. 

The most radical changes have been those 
affecting the pitching and batting. In 1877 
“fair foul” hitti was abolished. In 1880 
the pitcher was allowed but eight bad balls 
instead of nine, and in 1882 still another ball 
was taken off. The distance of the pitcher 
from the batter under the old straight-arm 
pitching was forty-five feet, but the intro- 
duction of the swift underhand throw made 
this distance too short, and in 1881 he was 
moved back to fifty feet. In 1882 the Amer-

years was conservative in its treatment of 
the rules. In 1883the 1 made another 
concession to the pitcher allowing him to 
swing the arm forward in any position below 
the line f the shoulder, and at the same 
time it & away with the 2282 bon to 
the batte before he could be out on 
three strikes. In 1884 it removed all restric- 
tions from the delivery of the pitcher, per- 
mitting the overhand throw, and reduced 
the number of balis to six.

The development of curve pitching, which 
had been going on since 1869, together with 
the new advantages given by the rules, al 
most killed the batting, the season of 
1884 was as tame as that of 1838. To com- 

nsate the batter the rules of 1885 allowed 

im to use a flat bat (which proved imprac- 
ticable), his position was enlarged, and the 
pitcher was required to stand with both feet 
on the ground while delivering the ball. 
This last change was working well when 
the selfishness of a few_clubs succeeded in 
having it changed. The foul-bound catch 
was also abolished. In 1886 the rule again 
allowed the pitcher seven balls. 

The variance between the rules of the two 
leading organizations occasioned no little an- 
noyance, and to remedy this a joint commit- 
tee met in the fall of 1886 for the formation 
ofa uniform code. To the conference of this 
committee four players were invited, two 
from the league and two from the associa- 
tion, andin the ruies the opinion of these 
players was generally followed. The result 
was several radical changes. primary 
object of the committee was to lighten the 
duties of the umpire, and its secondary ob- 
ject was to help the — That it ac- 
complished both the record of the following 
season will show. It restricted the motions 
of the pitcher and caref defined a 
balk. It did away with the high and low 
ball and made a fair bail any ball over the 
plate between the knee ana the shoulder. It 
increased the strikes to four and diminished 
the bails to five, thus = it incumbent 
ou the pitcher to deliver the “over the 
base and for the striker,” as was the original 
intention of the game.

their own interests, the committee inadvised- 
ly again reduced the strikes to three for 1888.

Considered as a subject of legislation there 
are three departments to the game of base- 
ball—the financial, the playing, and the scor- 
ing. A committee made u experts from 
these three departments of, say, three mag- 
nates,“ three players, and three scorers, in 
which, naturally, the opinion of the repre- 
sentatives of each department would receive 
serious consideration, would dispose of the 
questions that arise from time to time in a 
much more satisfactory manner than can 
ever hope to be done un the present hap-

I have seen an 
American boy belonging to one of the most 
aristocratic families in the United States 
seated on the floor at a juvenile party with 
a plate piled high with delicacies between 
his legs. and gobbling down the dainties 
with uncouth noises and unrestrained greedi- 


ness. 
Now, these dreadful small boys and giris 
almost invariably grow up into well behaved 
men and women. But the great source of 
their ill-conduct in childhood arises from the 
fact that American parents seldom or never 
think it worth while to teach their children 
manners. A French boy or girl is tramed 
trom its earliest infancy to rise from its seat 
when a stranger enters the room, to sit per- 
fectly still when making a call, and not to 
speak till spoken to, to remain quiet when 
taken out driving, and not to ask for water 
or to complain of be tired, to walk 
along the street like a lady or a 
tieman, never to touch the be- 
ngings of any wn person, etc., etc. I 
have staid at the home of a French lady 
whose youngest and idolized child was then 
a fine boy of 8 In the absence of bis father 
the young gentieman (which he was, most 
emphatically) would vely enact the part 
of host, offering me his slender arm to take 
me out to dinner and to lead me back to my 
seat, and always leaving me with tne pro- 
found bow required by French etiquette. 
The American boy or girl, even when nearly 
grown up, is én ignorant of any form 
or demonstration of politeness towards his or 
her elders. None of my young country 
ple, unless educated in Europe, ever think of 
rising when an elder person enters the room, 
of drawing aside to let such a person first 
pass through a doorway, of relinquishing a 
seat on the sofa or in an arm-chair to an 
elderly visitor, etc. It is not their fault— 


their parents have never trained them in 


children the other day whilst pay a call 
atone of the great Parisian ho As I 
was waiting to get into the elevator an 
American boy, about 9 years of 
age, pushed past me with all his 
small strentgh, jumped into the ele- 
vator, and took the oniy available seat, leav- 
ing me to stand.

taught to children in their earliest years. I 
have American parents talk of the 
charm of letti children grow up natural 
and unrestrain The natural and unre- 
strained (i. e., the untrained and unrestricted) 
child is a detestable, howling little savage. 
If the world, asin the days of Eden, heid 
only one married pair and their offspring, 
such a case Of severely letting alone the in- 
culcating of what some one calls the minor 
morals of humanity would do well enough.

An Old Resident Gone. 

William B. Pierce, one of the early set- 
tlers of Chicago and a pioneer of Hyde Park, 
died Wednesday morning, aged 78 years, at 
his residence, No. 4786 Lake avenue, Ken- 
wood.

tered to the four winds, worn by her friends, 
her enemies, her servants, strangers, and 
women whom in life she would have turned 
her eyes away from as she passed. There is 
something pathetic, it seems to me, in such 
dispersal and use of these most intimate 
rsonal possessions of a lovely woman.

Dr. R. E. Dudgeon writes the following 
letter to the London Daily News; 

“Sir: The letters you have published un- 
der the above heading. seem to turn exclu- 
sively on the comparative merits of vegeta- 
ble and animal dietaries, but there does not 
appear to be much connection between that 
subject and the prolongatjon of life, for as 
many cases of extreme and healthy old age 
could be found among one set of dietarians 
as among the other. The partisans of an ex- 
clusive vegetarian diet seem to take no 
account of the differences among human 
constitutions. Most persons in the 
enjoyment of good health are capa- 
ble of maintaining that health on either an 
ordinary mixed diet or an exciusive vegeta- 
ble diet. When not influenced by some senti- 
mental objection to destroymg animal life, or 
convinced by vegetarian arguments that 
man’s food is vegetable hat he is 
not physiologically or anatomically a car- 
nivorous but a herbivorous creature—they 
will eat what they like best, and most peo- 
ple like a portion of their diet to be of ani- 
mal origin; they like a variety, and by de- 
priving themselves of food derived from the 
flesh of mammais, birds, reptiles, crustaceans, 
and mollusks, and limiting themselves to the 
products of the vegetable kingdom, even if 
supplemented by milk, eggs, and honey, they 
miss a large number ot those varieties of 
taste which constitute the chief charm of 
eating. But the exclusivists forget that all 
human beings do not enjoy that perfect health 
which would enable them to digest and as- 
similate the food they advocate. Every phy- 
sician knows that there are many persons— 

among those not a few who seem to en- 

y tolerable health—who cannot digest, or 
only with difficulty and suffering, vegetable 
food of many kinds or Of any mud, and 
that there are many others who suffer se- 
verely if they take animal food. Were the 
doctor to insist on the former’s eating vege- 
tables and the latter animal food he would 
not keep his patients long. It is just the 
same with alcohol. Persons in good health 
do not require it—and are on the whole bet- 
ter without it—but they can take a moderate 
and sometimes an rate amount 
with impunity, and if they tike it 
they willdoso. But others are so consti- 
tuted that they cannot take alcohol with im- 
punity, so they ought not to touch it; put even 
these do not always do what they ought. It 
is the same with tobacco, tea, coffee, and 
many other things. Some can take them 
without bad effects, others cannot. The 
variety of human constitutions and of their 
digestive and assimilative powers is so great 
that no general rules cari be formulated as to 
diet, but each case must be judged for by 
itself and treated accordingly. As regards 
vegetable diet, I speak from experience, for I 
have tried it for many weeks ana found it 
made absolutely no difference to my health, 
strength, and spirits; but I confess I was

But during all these 
early and rudimentary times the position of 
woman has been anomalous. To material 
interests, forceful methods, she is an alien 
and a stranger. Combat with the elements, 
the subjugation of nature, the struggle for 
supremacy among nations, are not for her 
slight frame, weak muscles, and delicate or- 
ganization. 
PROMIS£ FOR THE FUTURE. 

But that refinement and delicacy are 
promise of a better time to come. A time 
when man, having subdued the earth and 
learned the laws which govern nature, shall 
come to the clear knowledge of the fact, all 
along foretold by seers and prophets, that 
there lies, beyond and within this outward 
material sphere in which all his activities 
are so much at home, another and spiritual 
realm which is indeed the true kernel of 
existence and to which his vaunted outward 
world is only the husk. The law of this 
new world is not force but love, and ia it the 
old methods are all too rude and clumsy, 
and fail because of their want of adaptation 
to the finer ends to be secured. In it war 
gives way to the gentler means of arbitra- 
tion, the army of conquest to the civilizing 
power of Christianity, ana the relation of 
master and slave to that of coworkers and 
freemen, It is in this.new world that wom- 
an is, for the first time, to come to her own, 
wield her own sceptre, and rule in joint 
sovereignty with man.

Even now, when she is 
beginning to emerge-from her chrysalis and 
put on her winged powers, there are few 
who understand that itis not to old con- 
quests that she is summoned, but to an in- 
beritance new and undefiled, made ready 
for ber coming by the hand of God 
Himself, In this old illusive past she 
has too often accepted the world’s dic- 
tum and lived down to its estimate of her. 
So at last it is not more the strength and ar- 
rogance of man than her own prudery and 
cou ven uonahsm which held her in bondage. 
To the comparatively free life which even 
the best of men lead she opposes an exist- 
ence fettered by her dress, her slavish tradi- 
tions, and in these later days, and to a cer- 
tain degree, by a persistent looking down- 
ward instead of upward for her oncoming 
destiny. The gulf between this state of un- 
natural restraint and the wide, sweeping des- 
tiny of man she tries to bridge with artifice 
and sophistry, which give to her life still 
more of unreality and less of morai depth

Mr, Charles L. Hutchinson, President of the 
Art Institute.

primarily built; and the success of the schools, as 


well as a desire for more frequent exhibitions, 
will not only require this step, but will make 
/the enlargement of the galleries.

M. Chase, $300; Frederick du Chattel's water- 
color, one of the most beautiful in the water- 
color collection. River View, Holland,“ $175; 
Mr. Ledochowski’s “September,” water-color, 
$40: Percy Moran’s water-color, “A Melody,” 
$75; Mrs. Murphy's “By the Roadside,” $40; J. 
Francis Murphy's Autumn Storm,“ 600; Rhe in- 
hart's Musselbeds,“ $175; Miss Dobson's dainty 
Ola Dresden,“ 0; Smillie’s Feeding by the 
Wayside,” $175; Van Boskerck’s Near the 
Coast, Massachusetts,” $200; Carleton Wiggins’ 
“ October Days,” water-color. The attendance 
at the Exposition has not been diminished by 
the reduction of means of locomotion, and the 
indications are from the interest shown that next 
week's sales will be gretifying. 

Mr. Thurber will present in a week a small but 
carefully selected set of foreign pictures from 
the gallery of M. Durand-Ruel, New York and 
Paris. They will include a Daubigny, a Corot, a 
Rousseau, an example by Weeks, several by 
Moscheles, and a beautiful Breton. 

Several new etchings of unusual excellence ia 
various respects are offered from the press of 
American publishers. One is William Hart's 
Golden Evening.“ a syivan idyllic composition 
for the first time reproduced, the etcher being 
J. S. King. This may be seen at O’Bnen’s, with 
an English plate. The Canterbury Pilgrimage,” 
by William Hole. 

Mr. J. Roy Robertson has placed on exhibition 
at O’Brien’s a literary sketch, An Old Knight. 
The tone and temper of the individual are un- 
wholesome, but the work is not without merit. 
A genial subject has, however, been turned into 
a gruesome and rather flat figure. 

Paris has sent many pictures to Chicago. Now 
Chicago is asked tosend as many French pict- 
ures as possible to Paris. It is the purpose of 
the Government of France to make the Universal 
Exposition of next year as remarkabie as pos- 
sible in every department, but most remarkable 
of all in that of fine arts, as a worthy rebuke to 
the paltriness of monarchies that have declined 
to aid national foreign representation there. In 
accordance with this resolve the owners of 
French pictures all over the world are being re- 
quested to loan them for the exposition. Before 
the request could be intelligently considered it 
was necessary for our Treasury Department to 
say whether on the reéntryof these pictures, 
which paid duty on their first admission, another 
contribution would be levied. The answer was 


‘strictly in accordance with the narrow- 


sighted course that characterizes American 
official comprehension of art. The Secretary of 
the Treasury replied that the pictures would 
have to pay duty the second time precisely as 
they did the first. As this would have effectually 
estopped the undertaking to get French pictures 
from the United States the French Government 
united with the special representatives of 
American art at the Exposition Universal and 
succeeded in bringing to bear such pressure that 
the Secretary of the Treasury has been induced 
to reverse his decision. There are at least 
twenty fine French pictures in private houses in 
this city. There are many more in Milwaukee 
and St. Paul; and Kansas City and Denver boast 
a fair share. A special agent will come to the 
West next month to ask leave of the fortunate 
owners for their loan to the French exhibition, 
the Government of that country assuming re- 
sponsibility for them. Alexander Harrison's 
“The Amateurs,” in the Art Institute, and his 
“Arcadia” are to go. 

Mr. Lawrence C. Earle has placed his latest 
work on exhibition at the Art Institute. It is a 
three-fourths figure of a well-known model. 

Tue TRIBUNE recorded during the week the 
fact that the Shakspearean groups designed and 
executed by Lord Romald Gower had been un- 
veiled. Theevent made aristocracy raise its 
eyebrows in admiration, but the critics were 
diplomatically silent. It would be rather unwise 
to assume that because Lord Romald is of stock 
that never did anything worth mention in art he 
cannot do anything worth mention. The truth 
is that Lord Romald Gower has been an eminent 
trifler and respectable toller in art, but has 
not hitherto had the training, the experience, or 
the opportunity to equip him for monumental 
sculpture. The models of his Shakspeare statu- 
ary did not gravely impress those who saw them 
in the plaster, nor has he the subtlety nor the 
imagination to create a Lady Macbeth, a Juliet, 
and a Hamlet, whatever merely imitative fac- 
ulty he may manifest in repeating mechanically 
the familiar effigy of the poet. 

An effort will be made to induce the Audi 
torium company to place the “Young Sopho- 
cles,” by John Donohue, in the principal cham- 
ber of that building. It is well worthy such a 
distinction, and it would be an inspiration for 
younger Chicago boys to follow for love a pro- 
fessicnin whioh, for many years at least, they 
will find little money. 

Alexander Doyle, who has been commissioned 
to make a bronze statue of Horace Greeley by 
the printers of the United States, is a Western 
lad. and spent sometime in this city. Heisa 
native of Ohio, and, like St. Gaudens and Dono- 
hue, is by blood Irish. He has been the favorite 
sculptor of the Southern cities since the war, 
and has been the artist of the heroic memories 
left by Confederate soldiers. His works adorn 
especially New Orleans, where, in the same 
building in which stood one of the most noted 
slave auction-blocks, he designed the marble 
statue of Margaret Haughery, the mother of 
New Orleans orphans, and worked at the same 
time on the great equestrian figures of Johnston 
and Lee. His Greeley, judging by the cut shown 
of the sketch, will be a simple and quaint revival 
of the uncouth and lovable image of that eccen- 
tric and admirable man. He is represented 
seated, one arm over the side of his chair hold- 
ing a newspaper. The dress, while not slovenly, 
has the freedom which was habitual with Gree- 
ley, and the head is posed in an attitude of re- 
flection, the eyes being bright, the spectacles 
lying on his knee. It is to cost about $10,000, and 
the expense will be met by 10-cent subscriptions 
among the printing crafts. It will stand in 
Printing-House Square, New York, near the 
statue of Franklin—a worthy mate in intellect- 
ual and moral character. 

Charles Sprague Pearce’s “The Prayer has 
been etched. His sheep and Breton shepherd 
(La Rentrée du Troupeau’’) has been purchased 
by the Bohemian Club of San Francisco. The 
sum paid was $1,000, It was in this year’s Salon. 

The British Government has not done much 
for art fn Ireland, although munificent enough 
for forty years past to that in England. Ireland 
has a national gallery in Oublin. The director 
is Henry Doyle, a brother of Richard, the well 
known draughtsman whoso enlivened English 
periodical literature. The director has recently 
procured for the gallery, with $5,000 placed at his 
disposal, twenty-four piotures, including a Fra 
Angelico, a Van Dyck, a Teniers, anda burg, 
with works also by Sir Peter Lely, Godfrey 
Kuelter, and others. The gallery is enriched 


| with drawings by the late Richard Doyle. The

J. K. De- 
camp and C. H. Walker are the best known 
among the instructors. The full course includes 
two years in the life class, two in anatomy, per- 
spective, etc, The Museum has Deen recently pre- 
sented with tne collections of Dr. Sturgis Bige- 
low and Dr. Charles Weed. There is also an 
art school associated with the Conservatory of 
Music; Its full course is three years. Each de- 
partment is conducted by artists of European

ters Definitely Settled—A Description of |

NEw YorK, Oct. &—After the fatal heart 
trouble had stricken Gen. Sheridan at his post in 
command of the army at Washington he still 
clung with characteristic determination to his 
cherished hope that before death overtook him 
he might see his memoirs com For the 
last two years Sheridan had been carefully pre- 
paring this record of his life. Much of it was 
written in his own hand. His career was one 
filled with incidents and personal experiences 
that none but his pen could tell, and yet through- 
out his entire narrative, for such it is, he has ex- 
hivited modesty and honesty that impress the 
reader with a deeper appreciation of the man 
himself. It was more than ayear ago that he 
sent the first consignment of copy to Charies L. 
Webster & Co. of New York. whom he selected 
as his publishers. Tue book is entitled Per- 
sonal Memoirs of P. H. Sheridan, General United 
States Army.” 

The books are replete with steel engravings of 
many Generals of the army and scenes from the 
great batties, together with frequent maps ex- 
planatory of the text. Sheridan writes that he 
was born in Albany, N. V., March 6, 1831, thus 
practically settling the much-debated qustion 
of his birth place. He pays a tribute to the 
memory of his mother and gives in detail an ac- 
count of bis early schooling. After relating his 
experiences in country stores he says: : 

The Mexican War, then going on, furnished, 
of course, a never-ending theme for controversy. 
Although 1 was too young to enter the military 
service when volunteers were mustering in our 
section yet the stirring events of the times so 
much impressed and absorbed me that my sole 
wish was to become a soldier. My highest aspira- 
tion was to go to West Point as acadet. My 
chances for this secmed remote, however, till 
one day an opportunity was thrown in my way 
by the boy who then held the place failing to 
pass examination. 

“ When I learned that by this occurrence a va- 
cancy existed I wrote to our Representative in 
Congress, the Hon. Thomas Ritchey, asked him 
for the appointment, reminding him that we had 
often met in Fink & Dittoe’s store, and that 
therefore he must know something of my qualifi- 
cations. He responded promptly by imclosing 
my warrant for the class of 1848. So, notwith- 
standing the many romances that have been 
published about the matter, to Mr. Ritchey and 


to him alone is due all the credit—if my career | 


ustifies that term—of putting me in the United 
tates army. 

“The examination at West Point began a few 
days after our arrival. I soon found myself ad- 
mitted to the corps of cadets, to date from July 
1, 1848, in a class com of sixty-three mem- 
bers, many of whom—for example, Stanley, Slo- 
cum, Woods, Kautz, and Crook—became promi- 
nent Generals in later years and commanded 
— corps, and armies in the War of Re- 

on. 
Although I had met the academic board and 
came off with fair success yet I knew so little of 
algebra or any of the higher branches of mathe- 
matics that during my first six months I was dis- 
couraged by many misgivings as to the future, 
for I speedily learned that at the January ex- 
amination the class would have to stand a test 
much severer than that which had been applied 
te it on entering. Good fortune gave me fora 
[ a cadet whose education was more 

anced than mine and whose willingness to 
aid others benefited meimmensely. This room- 
mate was Henry W. Slocum. since so signally 
distinguished in both military and civil capaci- 
ties as to win for his namea proud place in the 
annals of his country. ö 

* On account of this association I went up be- 
fore the boardin January with less uneasiness 
than. otherwise would have been the case, and 

d the examination fairly well. Self-confi- 
ence in my capacity was thus established that 
had not existed hitherto, and at each succeedin 
examination I gained little in order of merit til 
my furlough summer came round—that is, when 
I was half through the four-year course. 

“ A quarrel of a belligerent character in Sep- 
tember, 1851. with Cadet William R. Terrill, put 
an end to the anticipation of graduating with m 
classand threw me back into the class whic 
graduated in 1853. Terrill was Cadet Sergeant, 
and while my company was torming for parade, 
having given me an order in what I considered 
an improper tone to ‘dress’ ina certain direc- 
tion when I believed I was accurately ‘aressed,’ 
I fancied I had a grievance and made toward him 
with lowered bayonet; but my beiter judgment 
recalied me before an actual contact could take 


place. 

Ot course Terrill reported me for this. My 
ire was so inflamed by his action that when we 
next met I attacked him and a fisticuff engage- 
mentin front of the barracks followed, which 
was ee by an oMcer appearing on the 
scene. ach of us handed in our explanation, 
but mine was unsatisfactory to the authorities, 
for I had to admit that I was the assaulting par- 
ty. The result was that I was suspended by the 
Secretary of War till August, 1852, the Superin- 
tendent of the emy, t. Brewerton, being 
induced to recommend this milder course, he 
said, by my previous good conduct. 

„At that time I thought my suspension -infair 
punishment, that my conduct was justifiable and 
the authorities of the academy all wrong, but 
riper experience has led me to a different con- 
clusions, and as I look back. though the mortifi- 
cation I then endured was deep and trying, I am 
convinced that it was hardly as much as I de- 
served for such an outrageous breach of disci- 
pline. 

Much mortified, but not discouraged, I went 
back to my home and was mighty glad to go to 
work 1m the store 1 until the time of my sus- 
pension was up. returned, having learned a 
wholesome lesson in discipline, graduated in the 
class of 1853, at the head of which stood Gen. 
James B. McPherson. I confess that my rank 
was nothing to be proud of and I knew I would 
not be entitled to ask for an assignment to any 

icdlar branch of the service and that I would 
obliged to take a place among the Brevet Sec- 
ond Lieutenants. When later appomtments 
were made I found myself attached to the First 
Infantry, well pleased that I had surmounted all 
the difficulties that beset a student at our Na- 
tional school and looking forward with pleas- 
ant anticipation to the life before me.” 

He reached Fort Duncanin March, 1854, was 
set to work watching Indians and making a map 
of the outlying country around the garrison. In 
November, 1854, he received orders to go to Cali- 
fornia. With this order came his promotion to 
the Second Lieutenancy in the Fourth Infanry. 
On the coast he had many a battle with the In- 
dians, chas them through mountains and 
over plains. uring the winter of 1855-56 Gen. 
Sheridan and his detachment were sent to Fort 
Vancouver, where he remained until late in 
March of the latter year. In the summer of 1856 
he was called upon to pu: down a raid of Coquillie 
Indians on Silitz who had become troublesome 
through hunger and dissatisfaction, and the next 
year be returned to his own company at Fort 
Tamhill. Such was the exciting life of the 
frontier soldier until early in April, 1861, when 
the outbreak of the Rebellion suddenly called 
for all the forces to another battleground. In 
this connection he says: 

„The news of firing on Fort Sumter brought 
us excitement which overshadowed all else. It 
was difficult to obtain direct intelligence of the 
progress of the war. Most of the time we were 
in the depths of ignorance as to the condition of 
affairs, and this tended to increase our anxiety. 
Then, too, accounts ot conflicts that had taken 
place were greatly exaggerated.” 

During the period from January to September, 
1861, in consequence of resignations and the ad- 
dition of several new ey pen Gen. Sheridan 
was rapidly promoted, and reached the office of 
Captain of the Thirteenth United States In- 
fantry, of which Gen. Tecumseh Sherman was 
Colonel. He was ordered to St. Louis, when 
Halleck placed him in charge of the commissary 
department to straighten out the accounts of 
Gen. John C. Fremont, which had got into a bad 
tangle. 

Sheridan tells of the difference he had with Gen. 
Curtis, brought about, he thought, by an Assist- 
ant Quartermaster who coveted his place. Gen. 
Sheridan had discovered a V to steal horses 
from the farmers and sell them to the Govern- 
ment, but the plan failed when the young officer 
seized the animals and refused to pay for them. 
Gen. Curtis, misled by stories told him, ordered 
Sheridan to pay for the horses, but the latter re- 
fused and a court-martial was ordered. Gen. Hal- 
leck, However, transferred Sheridan to St. Louis 
and the trial never took place. 

Annoyed by this retirement from the scenes of 
action the young officer findlly contrived to be 
sent to report to Gen. Halleck at Shiloh, just 
after the famous battle at that place had oc- 


curred.

A BATTLE WITH WHALES. 


Narrow Escape from Destruction of a Party 
of Whalers Out in a Small Boat. 
The pretty little schooner A. A. Smart, 
owned by E. W. and Richard Smith, was off 
Cape Cod on a fishing trip, when whales 
were seen sporting in the distance. With a 
shrewdness to the manner born, they put 
about, returned home, and, with nevera 
word, took on board whaling tackle and hur- 
ried away to the Cape again.

A balf-dozen 
right whales were gamboling off the 
Cave and paid no attention to the 
schooner, which rapidly sid among 
them.

CURIOSITIES OF COURTESY. 


Odd Illustrations of Japanese Social Form 
aad Japanese English. 

Detroit Free Press: A well known citizen of 
Detroit has kindly permitted the Free Press 
to make copies of two interesting Japanese 
documents in his possession. The letters, 
which explain themselves, will illustrate the 
effect of applying the Japanese idiom to En- 
glish as well as the extreme to which formal 
Courtesy goes in Japanese correspondence. 
Following is a transiation of an invitation to 
a wedding reception, which was sent by an 
American to Japanese friends, 250 of whom 
were present:

Tuesday is the last day af registration, 
THE TEA TRADE IN JAPAN. 


How the Leaves Are Picked and Dried and 
Shipped to This Country. 

Kobe and Yokohama, writes Ruhamah in 

the St. Louis Globe- Democrat, are the great tea 


| porte each one draining great tea districts. 


At Kobe thirteen firms, of which only two 
are American, are engaged in the tea trade. 
In Yokohama there are twenty-eight firms, 
thirteen being English, eleven American, 
two German, and two Japanese. One Ameri- 
can firm has invented machinery for firing 
and coloring the tea, and the leaves are 
tossed and turned by inanimate iron instead 
of by perspiring coolies. As there are no 
patent law in Japan and the Japanese are 
quick at copying anything of the kind, this 
machinery bas to be carefully watched, and 
half taken apart and locked up burglar- proof 
every night. The other firms give employ- 
ment to several men, women, and 
even children for the four months of tne bus 
season—May, June, July, and August. 
steam sawmill, set up by a s tive 
American, has made a great thing by suppiy- 
ing the tea chests to these firms, although 
some stil) depend on their own car- 
ters. The matting and the tiny sheets of

the tea merchants who have been 
after the market and their 
accounts return, and in May their busy sea- 
son begins. The first of tne season’s crop of 
leaves come in then, and is fired and hurried 
off as quickly as possible; ten steamers rac- 
ing through Suez to New York, and the over- 
land railroads rushing the cargoes across the 
United States, as if it were perishable fruit. 
With the exception of the four Pacific Mail 
steamers running between here and San 
Francisco all this tea is carried to America in 
English ships. The tea steamers go by Suez 
straight to New York m fifty or sixty days, 
and from there take cargoes to Liverpool, 
and in time get around to Japan for the next 
season or sometimes make two trips m one 
season. While the tea is moving freights 
are high, but in the autumn they decline. 
Sailing ships have only taken ochasional car- 
goes, a few going to Tacoma and passing the 
tea over to the Northern Pacific Railroad. The 
Canadian Pacific has not been such a rival to 
the old lines as was anticipated, because of 
the uncertainty of the movements of its 
steamers, while the old lines are almost 
clock-like in their regularity. With a subsidy 
and new steamers the Canadian Pacific will 
be more dreaded in coming summers. 

The young tea leaves that are picked in 
May and — pee comprise more than half 
of the wh season’s crop, succeeding 

wths of leaves being coarser and having 
ess flavor. This tea, picked by women and 
children in the fields, is roughly dried in shai- 
low baskets lined with 
over charcoal fires,

comes to this port by rail, although the rich- 
est tea district, about eighty miles south, 
awaits the completion of the railway, and 
ships by junks to Yokohama. All the way 
from the bushes the tea is tested by sampie 
infusions and the leaves carefully inspected. 
At the exporting houses here the tea- 
tasters are busy with their rows of white 
cups all summer. A certain weight of leaves 
is put in each cup, the boiling water poured 
on and allowed to stand for five minutes. 
The expert — meanwhile, the 
color of the qui and the aroma, 
and carefully watches the unrolling of the 
leaves, and then tastes it by sips slowly, 
meditatively, discriminatingiy. The tea- 
taster takes care not to swallow any more 
tea than possiole, as it has as disastrous ef- 
fect as so much spirits in time. Tea-tasters 
as a rule follow their line but a few years, 
severe nerve and stomach trouble being 
brought on by the constant sipping of so 
much powerful stimulant, and they com- 
mand high salaries in proportion. Astonish- 
ing stories are toid of the acuteness of the 
sense of taste developed by them and the 
certainty of theirjudgments. Their decision 
sets the price, and the dickering with the 
Japanese commission merchant always comes 
to the tea-taster’s estimates.
